GROUP POLITICS 

Hon. W. J. Bowser was the leader and 
driving force of the independent-non-par- 
tisan group in the British Columbia elec- 
tions, whose purpose was to destroy the 
Tolmie Government and make it impos- 
sible for the present premier to form an- 
other of any kind or name. 

Mr. Bowser died on Wednesday, and on 
Thursday his followers started negotia- 
tions looking to the amalgamation of their 
group with that of Premier Tolmie. 

The B. C. elections have produced some 
curious situations and combinations; but 
none surely more peculiar than that the 
followers of the dead leader should offer 
to strike hands with his enemies over his 
coffin and betray the cause he and they 
have fought for. 


PEACE—AT A PRICE 

The public will heave a sigh of relief 
at the news that the railways of the coun- 
try are not to be tied up by a strike. They 
wiil also, and should, appreciate the sacri- 
fice which the railway employees are mak- 
ing in accepting the compromise cut of five 
per cent, by which that national calamity 
is averted. 

The railwaymen have already suffered 
a cut of ten per cent in their base rate of 
pay, contrary to their contracts. But their 
loss of time has imposed a heavier reduc- 
tion than that. Shopmen have been work- 
ing five days a week only, for many 
months. Engineers have been set back and 
are firing. Conductors have been set back 
and are braking. Thousands of men, regu- 
larly employed four years ago, have been 
dropped from the rolls. The further cut 
of five per cent in the base rate of those 
who are still on the job will be felt in their 
standard of living. Their willingness to 
aecept the added hardship should be pub- 
licly recognized. 

The cut will in turn be felt in the busi- 
ness turnover of the stores at railway 
points and over the country generally. It 
is good news that the railways are to con- 
tinue to operate. It is bad news that the 
buying power of thousands of men scat- 
tered across Canada is to be cut still fur- 
ther than it has been. That will not help 
recovery. Wage-cutting never did that and 
never can. 


MORE “WAIT AND SEE” 

Hon. O.L. McPherson is a much-puzzled 
man. He cannot understand Ottawa. In 
that respect he is by no means alone, of 
course. The public are in the same state of 
bewilde: ment. 

What Mr. McPherson would like to 
know is what the Dominion intends to do 
with and about the hundreds of single un- 
employed men who are now flocking into 
Edmonton, Calgary and other centres, and 
for whom the Federal Government has 
promised to provide. He has been bom- 
barding Ottawa with letters and telegrams 
on the subject, without—up to Saturday— 
getting either action or information. 

Except on one point; the Dominion will 
not put relief men at work on the project 
to connect up the mining towns along the 
coal branch by a highway. The national! 
nen department has definitely refused 
that. 

Nor has any business-like start been 
made toward getting relief men at work 
on the Calgary-Banff highway, or the 
Frank slide improvement, projects for 
which the plans are complete. 

Meantime, to der: > the mystery, hun- 
dreds of relief men nave been shipped 
from Alnerta to British Columbia, where 
they are to do road work. 

Bearing in mind the general fog that 
seems to prevail at Ottawa, no one would 
be justified in oy, egg J any records to be 
broken there either in answering letters 
and telegrams, clearing up an obscure situ- 
ation, or getting relief men at work any- 
where. But, with six months in which to 
decide what would be done with the single 
men when they came trooping back from 
the harvest fields, it does seem reasonable 
to think the Dominion authorities should 
be in position to say, if not do, something. 

THE LAND SETTLEMENT 
SCHEME 

In Alberta 348 families have been 
helped to get themselves established on 
farms by the Dominion-provincial-muni- 
cipal land settlement scheme. This is the

plan under which the municipality, the 
province and the Dominion each undertake 
to provide $200 to transfer a town family 
onto land and maintain them there for 
two years, by which time they are expected 
to Become self-sustaining. None of this 
money mnay be used to buy or rent land. 
The prospective settler must have or must 
secure land gor himself. 

This is by all odds the most hopeful 
| means yet adopted for dealing in a con- 
structive and rmanent way with the 
town family which finds itself to be a vic- 
tim of unemployment, That so many fam- 
ilies have taken advantage of the scheme 
is ancouraging. But there must be in the 
citias and towns several thousand families 
who could have done so, and perhaps would 
have done so if a little more driving force 
had ‘been put behind the project. 

With winter coming on, no further ap- 

plica¢ions are being accepted for the sea- 
son, as it would be absurd to place fam- 
ilies without capital on wild land or only 
slightly improved land at this time of the 
year. Crops cannot be grown in winter. 

But this is the hest of all times of the 
year for a prospective settler to make a 
start toward getting his family located on 
land that has no buildings and needs brush- 
ing befiore it can be broken. Winter is the 
time to clear land and put up buildings. If 
such work is done during the winter, there 
will be a house ready for the family next 
spring, and enough breaking can be done 
to plant a good garden. And with a good 
garden, a cow or two, some pigs and poul- 
try, the new settler and his family would 
be at least partly self-supporting a year 
from now. 

While this is no time to send families 
onto unimproved farms men who propose 
taking advantage of this settlement scheme 
to establish homes for themselves on wild 
land should be given every encouragement, 
and what assistance may be required, to 
enable them to do some clearing and the 
necessary building during the winter 
months. They will be better employed at 
that than kicking their heels about the 
city streets, while the families can remain 
in town until spring.

The Passing Show 


A week ago today when the returns from the 
three federa: by-elections came in, a Vancouver 
newspaper printed a cartoon, reminiscent of the 
hand-writing on the wall at the well-known feast 
of the well-known King Belshazzar. 

Opposite the “Mene" was the legend New Bruns- 
wick Beneath it, at the second “mene” was the 
legent Quebec. Opposite the word “tekel” was 
the legend* Saskatchewan. The hand was engaged 
in writing the word “upharsin” and the legend 
“B. C.” could be faintly seen coming into view. 

Another two days and Time will say whether 
the cartocnist is as good a political prophet as he 
is a draughtsman. 

One bit of sardonic humor marked the announce- 
ment of the three Liberal victories at a Liberal 
meeting in Vancouver, It was called to hear G, G. 
MecGeer, K. C.,, whose “Conquest of Poverty,” his 
latest work on banking and currency reform, re- 
cently appeared in the Edmonton Bulletin. A num- 
ber of C.C.F. youths, so fervid in their demand for 
free speech that they attend the Liberal meetings 
to try ard prevent Liberal speakers from being 
heard, were there, as one of them put it “to give 
that guy McGeer the razz.” 


When Mr. McGeer paused in his speech to an- 
nounce the three by-election victories, he took the 
Restigouche-Madawaska result first. “A Liberal 
gain of a Conservative seat’, he announced. 


There was applause from the Liberals and boo- 
ing from the C. C. F. squad. Said one of the youths, 
“It's a minority victory.” 


“The vote”, continued Mr. MsGeer, “was nine 
theusand for the Liberal, five thousand for the 
Conservative and two thousand for the C. C. F.” 
The news dampened the ardour of the C. C. F. dis- 
ruption squad. / 

A significant thing is that the C. C. F. disrup- 
ters don't bother the Conservative Non-Partisans. 
Apparently they don’t think they're worth wasting 
vocal shot on. 


That the party that stands for free speech should 
be the one to deny it to their opponents isn't so 
Recently there was a “Safety” Con- 
vention held in Chicago. It was composed of 
safety engineers and was intended to further the 
movement for “Safety First!" The hotelmen say 
it was the most destructive crowd they'd had for 
years. They didn’t go so far as Gus Sonnenberg 
used to go in his playful moments. The gentleman 
who is now suing his 109-pound wife for divorce 
on the ground that she treated him cruelly, used 
to amuse his guests by grabbing radiators, tearing 
them up by their roots and throwing them through 
hotel windows. The Safety First men did their 
wrecking on a less heroic scale, but none-the-less, 
left their mark behind.

At the public debate between Mr. McGeer and 
Dr. Lyle Telford, to which mention was made a 
couple of days ago in this column, there were some 
questions asked by Mr. McGeer to which the 
spokesman of the C.C.F. ventured no reply. This 
is the more regrettable because the Liberal speaker 
typed his speech in advance and sent his C. C. F. 
opponent a copy of it a few days before the meet- 
ing, to enable him to meet his questions. The omis- 
sion was not from lack of time, the doctor, far 
from being pressed for time, concluded his speech 
fifteen minutes before his time was up. 


The C. C. F. spokesmen are frankly antagonis- 
tic to the banks and the present monetary system. 
they propose to take over all the financial institu- 
tions of the country. They have no more sym- 
pathy with corpulent coupon-clippers than I. They 
say—Dr. Telford himself said in the debate—that 
they'd be giad should the banks refuse to lend 
money to a C, C, F. government. They propose to 
issue script in payment of wages on relief works 
and use the powers of the provincial legislature to 
give it as far as possible, the power of money. 

A fundamental difficulty is that banking and 
currency, as well as trade and commerce, are sub- 
jects of exclusive federal jurisdiction. Scrip issued 
and used as a domestic currency in the Dominion 
might work very well. I'd greatly like to see the 
experiment made on a Dominion-wide basis. I 
think it could be made to work with very great 
benefits to the workless, to the public domain, to 
the farmer and manufacturer, and to the tax- 
payer. I don't see how it could be made to work 
inside a province—save on a very limited scale— 
while jurisdiction over currency and banking re- 
mains with the federal authority. Provincial script, 
it seems to me, would be no better than an N.S.F. 
cheque, seve for payment of provincial taxes. The 
C, C. F. champions have missed a golden oppor- 
tunity fur giving enlightenment—if they have 
worked the problem out—in not giving an expo- 
sition of how it would work, 

A question of Mr, McGeer on “How would you 
make settlements in foreign trade?” I dismiss be- 
cause script would be only a domestic currency. 
There could be a gold currency used for interna- 
tional settlements if the nations still want book- 
keeping «ntries backed by gold. The other un- 
answered questions afford puzzlement. They are: 

If the banks refuse to co-operate with 
you, how are you going to meet the pub- 

iic payrolls? 

How are you going to provide for the 
mothers’ pensions, the old age pensions and 
workmen's compensation? 

How are you going to provide for the 
unemployed on relief? 

All that seems much more pertinent than haz- 
ing Dr. Telford's co-leader “Bill” Pritchard for 
heving said some years ago that he was “running 
against the lete lamented Mr. Christ”"—a statement 
which Pritchard now says he deeply regrets.

I shall probably have left B. C. before the votes 
are polled. In any event I no longer have a vote 
there. But desirous as I am to see monetary re- 
form, I wouldn't like to take the risk of helping 
a party to risk its policies under conditions where 
they have no assurance of success, 

If the C. C, F. doctrines could be proved bene- 
ficial in BE. C, the C. C. F. would sweep all Can- 
ada before it. If they fail in a test in B. C, the 
Cc. C. F. will be discredited. The South Dakota ex-

Health and Dict Advice

MAKE HOUSEWORK HELP FIGURE 


Many women develop figure faults as a result 
of doing their work with no attention paid to the 
way the body is carried. In today’s article I am 
going to tell you how to do your regular work with 
the body held in the correct position. You will 
be pleased to find that doing your work in this 
way turns it into a slenderizing, corrective exer- 
cise which will assist in build- 
ing up the correct posture and 
will make the body more shape- 
ly in every way. 

Housework has a bad reputa- 
tion for spoiling the shape of 
the body but this is because it 
is done with the muscles tn a 
slumped position while the back 
is bent over and the abdomen 
relaxed and flabby. If the same 
work is done in a vigorous man- 
ner with the body carried as it 
should be, the abdomen will 
stay flatter, the body will re- 

Dr. F. McCoy main straighter and the hips stay 
firmer. Even better results may be expected, if, in 
addition .o doing the housework in the best way, 
special exercises are taken at night. 

Some of the figure faults resulting from house- 
work done with the body slouched forward are: 
round shoulders, hollof chest, double chin, pouchy 
abdomen, curve in the lower back similar to sway- 
back, and spreading of the hips. Poor posture also 
cramps the vital organs and may produce digestive 
symptoms such as nausea and dizziness and may 
encourage falling of the organs and the formation 
of adhesions. 


While you are doing your work, you are to do 
all your bending forward from the hips, keeping 
the uppe: body on a straight line. You will find 
this prevents that humped over appearance around 
the shoulders. When lifting a heavy object, bend 
the knees, breathe deeply, and then push up with 
the muscles at the front of the thighs. You will 
notice that this thrusts the back of the hips for- 
ward, making them flatter, which is what you de- 
sire to do. You will find lifting much easier, if 
you let these strong muscles of the legs and hips 
do the work. 

While citting, you are to be careful to keep the 
lower part of the back pressed against the hair. 
While dusting upward and reaching for high places, 
stretch as much as possible. When bending to dust, 
keep the abdomen pulled in flat, and use the deep 
knee bend, pushing up to an erect position with the 
leg muscles. The new idea in sweeping is to com- 
bine the work with the broom with the stroke for 
golf in the fellowing manner: Keep the feet apart, 
let the knees feel loose, and bring the broom into 
the sweeping action from the hips in a smooth, roll- 
ing swing, just as though you were practicing a 
golf stroke. Inthis way you do almost as much for 
your figure at home as you would do on a golf 
course. It is important to wear comfortable shoes 
with low heels while working. 

To build up good posture while working you 
must learn to stand straight; a good way to check 
up on this is to back against the wall. Now try to 
flaiten the back so that it will touch the wall in 
all the points possible. Hold this position and walk 
away and you will be standing correctly. Another 
good wall exercise is to stand with the back touch- 
ing the wall, now bend the knees and press as 
much of the whole back as you can against the 
wall. This is a good exercise for flattening out the 
curve in a sway-backed figure. 


Most housework pulls the body forward a great 
deal which strengthens the muscles of the front, 
to offset this you must strengthen the back muscles 
so that a proper balance is stablished, To strengthen 
the back muscles and make the spine more flex- 
ible, I would advise that you do the exercises given 
in my article called “How Spinal Weakness Affects 
Your Health.” I will be glad to send you an article 
if you will write to me, following the correspond- 
ent’'s instructions as given in the heading or at the 
end of this article and enclosing a large, addressed 
envelope and a three-cent stamp. 

To wipe out simple figure faults is entirely pos- 
sible if you will exercise faithfully each day and 
will remember to let your housework help build 
up your figure.

And yet, when all qualifications are recorded, the record 
of Mr. Roosevelt's first six months in office is a record of 
astonishing achievement which careful analysis does not 
mitigate. 

Future historians writing about-these first six months 
may succeed in debunking the Roosevelt program because 
of its numerous miscalculations and its failure to carry 
through a planned procedure of complete national recon- 
struction. But if Roosevelt fails, it will not be because he 
began badly. 

HERO WORSHIP OFFSET 
Cleveland Rodgers, of the Brooklyn Daily Eagle, has 
outlined in running style the chief facts concerning these 
astonishing six months. 
If at times there is an unnecessary amount of hero wor- 
ship in his tale, that is offset by the candid presentation of 
some of the limitations and difficulties in the Roosevelt pro- 
gram.

I think it 
is much nearer to Socialism than to 
Fascism, not an orthodox class- 
struggle type of Socialism, but a 
fair enough brand, none the less

Is there a middle ground between |

If 
this comes to pass, we sha!!l perhaps 
move from the mild semi-voluntary 
regulation of 1933 to firmer and 
more complete regulation of every 
industry, with price fixing by fed- 
eral departments and the gradua! 
in Washington of a 
great industrial bureaucracy of 
supervision and control 

One cannot contemplate such a 
development without 4 great deal 
of hope, hope that it will be 
vastly better than the chaotic in- 
dustrial individualism of the 
past, and hope that it will be 
the predecessor of an industria!

merit

ECONOMIZING ON BEAUTY 
Are you being “penny wise and 
pound foolish” about beauty treat- 


ments? 
1 am afraid that some of you are 
economies in 


practising unwise 


beauty care, judging from the let- 
ters you send me. Of course, nearly 
every one is trying to stretch pen- 
nies and dollars these days, but 
sometimes saving a small sum of 
money now may make it necessary 
to spend a lot more later to rectify 
the results of shortsighted economy 

Many women who used to go to 
the hairdresser regularly. now at- 
tempt to care for their hai them- 
selves It tue that there are 
some sorts of hair treatments that 
can be given at home just ef- 
fectively as at a beauty salon, but 
there are others that really require 
professional skill. The home treat- 
ments include daily brushing and 
massaeg shampoos, the use of cer- 
tain milk rinses, general care of the 
health. oil packs and tonic appli- 
cations. While all of these thing 
can be attended to at home. some 
of them are done better at a beauty 
shop 

But there are a few hair treat- 
ments that are better not attempted 
at hame if the best results are de- 
sired Dyeing and bleaching are 
he most important of these. Many 
women nowadays are economizing 
| by doing their own tinting, retouch- 
ing and bleaching. The materials 
they use may be good but the skill 
and experience to apply them prop- 
erly are lacking. It is not easy te 
tint or bleach one’s own hair with- 
out getting it streaky and without 
overlapping. Then there is the ques- 
tion of the correct shade of dve 
I suppose most women who tint 
their own hair get it too dark. The 
tonies, rinses and dyes that have 
been used on the hair affect its 
texture, so that when a new dye is 
applied the result is not always 
what is expected 

For example, the brown dye you 
may buy will give a certain shade 
to hair that is healthy and free 
from other chemicals, but it may 
turn overbleached hair to black or 
in combination with a previous! 
applied dye on your hair, may turn 
it to an unnatural purple or green 
The professional hairdresser has 
had experience with many hair 
| conditions and can tell how to get

desired results. Each head to be 
dyed presents a different problem 
due to the combination of three fac- 
tors, general health, texture of hair 
and previous treatments. So, the 
woman who wants to save money 
on hair tinting but cannot afford to 
risk spoiling her personal appear- 
ance, should have her hair treated 
by an expert. This will have the 
mortification of appearing with 
streaky hair of the wrong shade 
and also save the expense of cor- 
rective treatments. 

Home bleaching of the hair is 
very common, especially among 
girls who are beginning to lose the 
golden tint of childhood. Bleaching 
does not harm the hair when prop- 
erly done. The harm in bleaching 
lies in overlapping applications and 
in overbleaching. The first time 
the hair is bleached it should be 
treated all over. After that only the 
new gr should be bleached 
Great must be taken not to 
get the bleach on parts that have 
been treated formerly; if the same 
parts are bleached over and overt 
again the hair will break off. 
Stong commercial rinses should be 
avoided since they bleach the hair 
all over every time they are used 
The hair eventually becomes over- 
blached and will not take a perma- 
nent wave or other kind of wave 
satisfactorily. 1t becomes dul] and 
brittle and subject to tangling

All Financial Machinery 


And Regulation 


VANCOUVER, Oct. 30—The Co- 
Operative Commonwealth Federa- 
tion sends 46 candidates into the 
dalloting in an attempt to win Brit- 
isn Columbia to its cause in the; 
general elections of Nov ember 2. 

The platform on which it bases 
its appeal for power to form a gov- 
ernment declares for “co-operation 
with other provinces to obtain com. | 
plete socialization of all the finan- 
cial machinery of the country, and, 
if compelled by a situation of pro- 
vincial emergency, to develop pure- 
ly provincial credit, based on pro- 
vincial resources.” 

It contemplates development of a 
gocialized economic plan in order 
to regulate the productive capaci- 
ties of British Columbia 

The platform would have British 
Columbia adopt the federal C.CF 
plan for socialization of natural re- 
sources, public utilities and other 
industries and services essential to 
the economic plan. All provincial 
statutes would be revised to bring 


them into conformity with C.CF 
policies. 
Control of the C.C.F. in British 


Columbia is vested in an executive 
of 12 members, and a convention
